ITHE RAW DICAL 


On eur firstpage we publish a 
report, from the Nashville papers of 
Friday and Saturday, of the late Rad- 
ical Convention of that city. Nothing 
half so disgraceful has ever trans- 
pired on this Continent. Blackguard- 
ism, obscenity and profanity was 
frecly indulged in, and a loose rein 
seems to have been given to the low 
instincts of the lowest among the del- 
egates. of the party of political and 
moral indecencies. The negroes had 
full swing, and were permitted the 
freest and fullest expression of their 
ideas. ‘That they discovered any 
intelligence, will not of course be ex- 
petted; but it is only fir to say that 
many of them deported themselves in 
a way toshame their white brethren.
